The following is intended as a full and complete response to the Final Office Action 
mailed on May 19, 2004. Claims 1-23 were examined. The Examiner rqected claims 1-23 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 1-4, 10, 1 1, 17, 22, 23, 28, 29 and 32-39 of allowed U.S. Patent Application No. 
09/630,891, which has issued as U.S. Patent No. 6,760,158; over claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,130,971; overclaims 1-17 of U.S. Patent No. 6,215,926; overclaims 1-28 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,263,129; and over claims 1-26 of U.S. Patent No. 6,310,690. 

Accordingly, Applicants submit a terminal disclaimer herewith. With this terminal 

disclaimer, Applicants respectfully submit that the Examiner's rejection is traversed.
